— Of all 
months in the y''ar. the nresent is th§ most painful, particularly to those 
wijosp avocations compel them to he much out of doors. 'I’o be exposed 
to the Sun without a coveiim*, is extremely dangerous at any hour. fron% 
JO to 5 o’clock; it would be death to any constitution, except to natives^ 
who are inured to the climate by birth and practice, and even they 
sometimes fad a sacrifice to tbe powerful influence of the Sun.

Lieutenant-Colonel; a .Ikiinor Merchant of a Major; Factor of a 
Captain, and a Writer of a Subaiicra.

In 1769 it was ordered that the Bengal Gold Mohur ah'Mild 
weigh 190.773 grains, and m this coinage gold was valued to silver 
iiearh as 14 8 to 1; and, hv Regulation 35, Anno 1793. it was direct- 
ed that the nineteen 8un Gold Mohur should weigh (90.894 grams,

By Regulation, 1819, the coinage of the Benares Rupee is dis- 
continued; and the Furruckabad Rupee made the legal coinage of 
Benares. 

It will be observed that the alloy has been increased; a regular 
tioii which took place in 1819, whereby much expence is spared in re- 
fining.

'I'he standard of the Bengal money has ever been silver. Gold i» 
occasionally cinued, but the great hulk of ihe currency is silv.r.

'I'hese Rupees were formerly called Sicca Rupees only during 
the year after their coinage, when the halla they bore on Current Ru- 
pees was 16 per cent ; the second this was reduced to 13, and the third 
and following years the balta was 1 1 per cent. i they were then called 
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S^onaiil or Siinat Rupees But with a view to abolish this distinction, 
all the Rupees coined of Ut|p jears bj the East (udia Company, have 
been dated the nineteenth Sun, that is the 19lh year of the Mogul's 
rei^n ; and by Regulation 35, Anno 1793, it was ordered that the 
nineteen Sun Sicca Rupees should be received as the legal coin of 
Bengal. B'ahar, and Orixs. 

't here are various other kinds of Rupees to be met with in Ben- 
gal, whose fineness and weight are difi*erent, though their deneminati- 
ons^are the same' From this, and fjom the natives frequently piinrh- 
ipg hobs in the Rupees, and filling np the vacancy with base metal, 
and their wilfully diminishing the weight of the cpin after coming 
from the mint, the currencies of Rbpees from the different provinces 
are of different values. This defect has introduced a custom of em- 
ploying shroffs or money-changers, whose business is to set a value 
upon these different currencies, according to every circumstFoce, ei- 
ther in their favour, or their prejudice. V\ hen a sum of Rupees is 
brought to one of these shroffs, he examines them piece by piece, and 
arranges them according to their fineness; then by their weigh! ; he 
then allows for the different legal battas upon ^i^cas and Sounats ; 
and this done, he valoes in gross by the Rupees ciirrcfnt what ihe 
whole arc worth ; so that the Kupet current j$ the only thing fixed, 
by whicb»coin is valued.

Coins. — According to the old monetary system, accounts ^ere 
kept at this Presidency hi Star Pagodas Fanams, and Cash J he 
Pagoda weighed 5^.66 grains troy, and was cotninonly v;dued at 
8s It was divided into 46 Fanams, each Fanam coniaining CO 
Cash. I’his was th* proportion observed by Government, the 
Bauk,and Agency Houses ; but in the shops and bazar exchange, 
the nunnber of Fariams to the Pagoda fluctuated according to cir- 
cumstances, front 4'i to 46 Fanau s. 

The Gold Coins were the single and double Pagodas ; the Sil* 
Ter Coins were the single, double, and 5 Fanam pieces; the one- 
eighth, quarter, half, I and 2 Rupees; and quarter and half Pagodas; 
the Copper ( oiiis consisted of 1, 5, 10. 20, and 40 Cashpieces. 

According to the ttew currency, Ifixed by proclamation, dated 
Fnrt St, Gcor^e^ Tth January, 1813. the Silver Rupee constitutes 
the standard coin of this Presidency. The public accounts are ac- 
cordingly conversed from the Sta- Pagoda (she coinage of which 
is discontinued) into the Madras Rupee, at the exchange of 350 
Rupees per 100 star PagodnS, All Government transactions are 
DOW concluded iu Rupees.

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Remarks on the Corns of Bombay, 

Silver. — The ok Bombay Rupee is the same as was coined 
at Surat under the Mogul Government. It weighed 178.314 grams, 
ami contained 1.‘24 per Cent, of alloy. By an ancient i^greement 
with the Nabob of >urat, the Rupee of both Gov.-rnments was to 
circulate through both at an equal value; while they mutually 
jiledged themselves to keep up the Coin to its exact standard of 
wpijiht and fineness. 'J'he Nabob, however, did not keep to tiiis 
agreement for his Rupees were found soon aftervMirds to centain, 
instead of 1.'24 .per JlJent. of alloy, no less than 10 1'2, and even 15 
]ier Cent. The consequence of this was, that all the Bombay Ru- 
pees were carried to Surat to be recoined. This a ml was entire* 
iy stopped in its silver coinage for more than twenty years, and 
the c*rculation of silver w.is occupied by the Surat Kepoe. 

In this situation of things the merchauts could not afford to 
coin their Imllioii here, and therefore Bombay was long w ithout a 
fil er coinage of its own ; when Government in 1800 order <*d the 
Surat Rupee to be struck in this mint, and since that time th^j h'upee 
has been kept at an equal value in botn mints. In both the Silvei' 
Rupee weighs 179 grains, and contains 7 97 per Cent, of alloy. 

Gold. — In the year 1774 the Gold Mohur was^mide of the 
same weight as the Silver Rupee. It was ordered to be of the fine* 
ress of a Venetian, and to pass far 15 Silver Rupees In this c in- 
age, therefore, 14.9 grains of silver represented one gra ri of gold ; 
for such is ihe proportion between the quantity of gold in this Gold 
Mohur, and the silver in 15 old Bombay Rupees. When the Surat 
silver currency had occupied the circulation, this propordoTi between 
gold and silver was qii.te destroyed; so that gold coined according 
to tiie regulation of 1774. was now exchanged for no moie tliaa 
thirteen times its weight in silver, and often for much less 

In order to remedy this, and to bring hack the fkiins of gold 
and silverjo nearly their ancient proportions, and their relative va- 
lue ill the market, it was ordered in IHUO, that the Gold Mohur 
should be of the weight as the Silver Rupee, that it should contain 
the same quantity of alloy, and that it should pa^^s f )r 1 5 Rupees, 
W'kiuhts. — The l".ngli-ih weights being in common use here, 
and at all the other Bresidencies. the following account of iheir re- 
lative p'opo’-tions may he found useful. 

'1 he two principal weights established in Great Brirain are 
the avoirdupois and troy w eight* ; the last is again divided into dia- 
mond and money weights ; tHe grain is under&iood to be a grain of 
V^'heat, gathered in trie middle of the ear.

The Chinese arithmetic is rntR^hanical- To find the Aggregate 
of numbers, a machine is in universal use with all descriptions of 
ppople. By this machine, which is called a swanpan, arithmetical 
operations are rendered palpable. It conists of a frame of wood, 
about an inch dee ', and of various sizes, from 4 to 12iuclies long, 
by 2 to 6 broad, divided into two compartments by a bar dowa 
the middle through this bar at right angles are inserted a num- 
ber of parallel wires, and on each wiie ; in one compartment Kire 
five moveable balls, and in the other, two. J hese wires may 
be cousidered as the ascending and descending power ot a nu- 
meration table, proceeding in a tenfold proportion, so that if a 
ball upon any of the wires in the larger compartment be placed 
airainst the middle bar, and called unity, or one ; a ball ou the 
next wire above it will represent ten; and one on the next, one 
hundred: so also, a ballon the wite next below that expressing 
unity, will be one-tenth; the next lower, one hundredth; and the 
balls on the corresponding w ires in the smaller compartment will be 
five, fifty, five hundred, five-tenths, five hundredths, five thousandths ; 
the value or power of each of these in the smaller division, being 
always five times as much as those in the larger. This system, from 
its apparent ease and simplicity, is much admired, but is subject to 
error; aud a person commonly conversant with arithmetic, will 
make more progress, and be more correct, than the most skilful of 
the Chinese with the swanpan,

REGUL4TIONS.

1. N© leMer or parcel, (snch as Are iinpartr>d by sea, and naH¥a 
letters excepted,) trill be receired at airy post office, unless accoiu- 
panted by the po^tajje which they bear,- in sirca rupees. 

2. Ko package excaediojt 12sicca rnjvees in weight, or 15 by 12 
inches in size, and 12 inches in depth, will be received at the general 
post office, unless paid for accordingly. 

3. No money, jewels, watches, trinkets, or valuables of any 
description, will be received for transmission, either by the letter 
dawk or bangy. The rule does not extend to bank notes, which the 
person sending is recomnrended Id cut in halves, and forward the pans 
separately by successive dawks. 

4. No persons not belonging to the department, can be admitted 
into the interior of the post office, or be allowed of themselves to 
^examine the records. All complaints, or applications for ioforma- 
tiuu must be made to the post master general i > writing. 

5. Persons addressing the post master general respecting any de- 
lay ill the delivery of their letters, are requested to transmit, at the 
same time, the envelopes of such letters, bearing the post office stamp, 
which specifies the date on which the letters were issued for delivery, 

6. No person can be permitted to take the letters from the 
peons, except lu the regular course of delivery ; and it is requested 
that the peons may experience as little detention at the duors of 
houses as possible. 

7. Persons receiving letters are required to pay the amount of 
postage marked o>n them t and if they have occasion to complaiu of 
any surcharge, they must state their complaint officially to the post 
master general. Should his decision not prove satisfactory, they are 
at liberty to appeal to the governor general in council. 

8. All letters refused by the party to them they are addressed, 
and all ship letters transmitted from subordinate slaliuns to the gene- 
ral post office on which the ship postage has not been paid, shall be 
returned to the office from whence they were despatched and the 
writer, or the uersoii who brought them to the office, shall be re- 
quired to pav the postages both to and from the place of address. If 
the writer canuot be discovered, the letters shall he entered in a 
list, which shall be exposed by the post master in the most public part 
of his cutchery. and a copy of which shall be transmitted from lime 
to time to the post master general, who shall advertise the letters in 
the Government Gazette, with notice that they will be delivered to 
the writers on pavmciit of the postage due on them. 

9- Should ihe writer of a returned letter refuse to pay the pos- 
tage due on it. the post master is authorized to detain all future let- 
ter to<sucti person's addresD, until the idemand in question shall be 
liquidated. Tlie same rule is applicab^ to all other cases of refusal 
to pay postage, 

10. Any person opening" a letter or envelope, shall be bound to 
pay the postage of the same, whatever may be the contents. 

11. Persons exempted from the payment of postage by their 
official situations, having occasion to write to non-exempted persons 
Oil the private business of the latter, shall write on the envelope, 
‘Scaring post age ,’ 111 which case the amount^ to be colletted from 
the Receiver. Letters from out stations wberefllio person duly qiittli- 
Hed to collect the postage is eslabiisbcdi will also be received bearing 
postage. 
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12. The post office is not answeraMe for the loss of property 
contained in auT letter or parcel, which may be transmitted bj dawk 
orbangy. For the greater securny of sufh properly, however, the 
clerks, &c are stnciiy prohibited from dehrering back to any per- 
son, or under any pretence, letters or parcels, which may once have 
been lodged in ihevr offices. 

13. A treasury podar is appointed to attend daily at an office 
contiguous to the entrance of the general post opice, for the pnrpose 
of exchanging rupees into pice, at the established rate of 64 per 
rupee, for the accommodation of persons delivering letters into the 
office, nho inuy not have brought the exact sum assessed on them. 

14. The general post office is open for the ref eipt auJ delivery 
of letters and for replying to inquiries from U) a. m. to 2 p. m. everj 
day, Sundays excepted; and for the reeeipf of let', rs only, from 3 to 
4 pasi 6 p. m. No newspapers will be received h< rr .15 p, m. 

Ii. Travellers may be furnished with uawl. bearers^ on applica* 
tion at the different post offices, where tables, t :ii:intti;ig the charge 
and e.srtma ted distances to all the principal stat ns, are constantly 
exposed lor public inspection. 


INLAND POSTAGE. 

1. Ail letters not exceeding I sa. wi. are to be charged as sin- 
gle letters according to the rates specified iu the annexed taule ot let** 
ter of postage; those exceeding 1 but not exceeding 2 sa. wt. twice 
the amount: and so on iu proportion as far as sa. wt. above 
which no letter or parcel will be nceived for transmtssioo * > aawk.

4. Officers on duty from their corps, or leave of absence, having 
occasion to correspond on public service, must carry their letters lo 
the adjutant general, if they are at the presidency, or, if elsewhere, to 
the commanding officer of the station, who, on being satisfied that 
the letter is exclusively on service will frank the same. 

5 All official letters from an Adjutant or quarter master of a 
corps to detached officers of the same corps, must be frauked by the 
coiuinanding officers of the corps. 

6. All reports, review rolls, indents and returns, carefully tied

It having been brought to the notice of Governm^.nt, by the re* 
presentation of the Post Master General, through ihe Board of .teve* 
nue, that much inconvenience arises from the prevailing practice of 
Public Officers inadvertently transmitting to Post Offices Letter Pac- 
kets and Parcels, greatly exceeding the prescribed Weight (of 25 Sa 
Wl.) which are of consequence made over for transmission by Haiighee 
thereby incurring delay and probable injury, that might otherwise lu 
great measure be avoided; the Governor General m Council is 
pleased to direct as follows: 

1st. That the strictest attention be paid in every Department, 
throughout the Service, to the making Up of Parcels, not to exceed 
the prescribed limitation of Weight, 

2diy. That when two or more Parcels of Such description are 
delivered at'a Post Office, containing: Papers connected one with the 
other, it will be at the option of the Deputy Post Master to forward 
them the Presidency, either I)y the same Mail if circumstances 
permit dr separately by two or more siiccessi^ve Mails, in order that 
'Mails may not be surcharged and their conteDts rendered insecure^ 
es^cially in the Rainy Season. 

Sdly. That as Paper Parcels are not a]Wi.j.s made up in the most 
Compact form they are susceptible of and altho’ there is often an un- 
nacessary expenditure of the Hon’ble Company's Stationery within ; 
^be confiogent envelope of Letters, and Accounts of importance, is 
J^^jueuUy of flimsy Country paper, of the worst kind, forming an 
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indeciuate protection to the documents they cover— AH PnbliB 
Authorities are therefore hereby enjoined to require of their Execu- 
tive Officer unteniiilin^ attention to these defects, and to the obser- 
vance of such precautions, as will prevent, for the future, the Dawks

Drciobarks — None can he allowed, in any case, unless “ Draw- 
back req jired,” or like words, have been written on the Export Ap- 
plication at the time of first presenting it in this Office, or on the 
Wharf. 

None can he allowed on any Goods not duly entered in the 
fijeport Manifest, nor on any Goods passed after the issue of, Port 
Clearance. 

If they he claimed on Goods wHich were originally imported by 

— the No, and Date of the Import Application must be given 
upon the face of the Export Application when fir.sl piesr-nttjd at this 
Office, together with specification of the lunnber of Packag< v to be 
exported. — the Nos. and Marks which were upon them when import- 
ed, as well as the Nos. and Marks put upon them for exportation. — 
the contents and value of each when imported,- and the total value. 
Without these particulars no Drawback can he given. 

No information whatever, with a view to enable individuals to 
establish claims to Drawback, or to Free Export, can he furnished 
from the Office hooks j ail person^ claimed i^rawback must be pre- 
pared with their own proofs. 

If Drawback he claimed on Goods said to be protected by 
Howaunahs, the Nos. Dates, and Particulars of those documents 
must he detailed on the face of the Export Application when first 
presented at this Office. 

Sums of Drawback cannot lie paid to any one except to the own- 
er or exporter of the Or^ods in question, iiuiess under a Power of 
Attorney,— or unless such owner or exporter shall have given writ- 
ten aulhorityf signed by him in the presence of the Drawback sqt- 
pervisor, to some other person, to receive Drawback on his account 
Individuals frequently employ Sirkars, or others, to transact their 
Custom Bouse busines.s for them, - which latter sign their own names 
to Applications, — usually as “ for A. B” who it the real owner or 
exporter,— and wbo^ being about to <|uttCalcutta» leaves in the bauds 
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of sucV Sirkan, or other, a written request, addressed to the Tollec- 
tor, that Drawback may be paid ti> the said ^irkars, or others. Bur, 
in many cases, the Collector cannot obtain verification of such re- 
quests, -to which the lig^iiatiires may, or may not, be forgeries. 
Hence the above rule, to prevent dispultts, or difficulties, lu the event 
of the real owner, or exporter, retiiniing to Calcutta, and presenting 
claim for Drawback. 

No Drawback is claimtible upon Goods exported which paid an 
Import by Sea Duty, — or a Transit Dut), — of only two and a half 
per cent. 

Spirits, Wines and Liquors generally,— if they were imported 
in wood and are exported in bottle, can claim no Drawback, but 
may he exported free from duty. If imported in bottle, prescribed 
proof thereof given, — aud exported in boille, the mere change of 
larger for smaller package, ov vice vend, will not bar the claim to 
Drawback. 

Goods regularly exponed from hence on board a British vessel 
bound to Rangoen, with the intention that they shall be there tran- 
shipped to a Rriiish vessel hound thence to Great Britain, mav. un- 
der reguli-r claim, receive Drawback exactU as they would if they 
had been shioped on board a vessel bound direct to Great Britain trom 
this port. It IS, of couise. necessary that full proof, in the prescrib- 
ed forms, should he gnen of the claim to Drawback, previously to 
the exportalio'i of the Goods from hence. And before payment of 
Drawback here, a certificate iiiusi he produced from competent au- 
thority at Bangoon, shewing that all such Goods have, honk fide, 
been shipoed th^re on hoard a British vessel bound to Great Britain, 
and that no part of ao^ diii> I .vied on them at Rangoon has been re- 
funded on their exporiahou from thence; for, oiherwise, the Goods 
would be entitled to only the same Drawback here, as is allowed on 
the gene'*al country trade from one Presidency to another. (Letter 
from B'>ard of t'ustofiis. .list Juti 1824.^ 

Row nnahs nd Hrawharks -From half past 11 o'clock tills 
o®clock(when the R gisier Nutiibers of the day are closed) he Draw, 
back Department wiil aneiid to the examination of the ci)rrencv.t &c.

These will oe attested by the Drawback Su- 
pervisor and held readv f >r delivery and presentment between the 
hours of opening the Office and half past 11 o'ci(»ck on the succeed- 
ing dav ; or ')eing ready, will be delivered, or sant out at any time 
while the Office is open 

Drawh'^rkt Or Discountt in fmmcrit. Discounts or Drawbacks 
allowed ill England on export (»f Goods from thence, and inserted in 
Invoices, are not t«» be allowed for. on import of the Goods here. 
Duty Is to be levied on the full sum shewn ui the Invoices, includiug 
the «motiut of such discounts or drawbacks. (Koard of Trai.e, 
March, 1891 and Audit 43 and R^ Andlt 48 ot 1893 ) 

Romannah$. Whether original or exchanged, are current for 
only one year from their respective dates. 

If their currency expire on one day when they are presented at 
Oiicet tbej cauAot be admitiedr-^for lasUttcCf a Rowanoah grauted 
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or dated the 1st January 1824 and^presented at Office the 1st Janua« 
ry 1825, is time expired and inadmissible 

To exempt from duty, or to secure Drawback, Rowannaht roust 
be presented at the same time with, and their particulars must be en- 
tered upun> the Export Chellauu or Application. Howaunahs pre^ 
soiited at any time subsequent to the rectfption at Office of the Ex- 
port Cheliaun are ot* no avail, — and no refund can be made of duty 
levied in consequence of the absence of Rowannahs at the proper time* 

Relanded Goods, If Goods are exported under Rowannahs theO' 
current, hut are reiaiided, and are not finally re-exported,— then 
such Goods are corii^idered as fresh exports, —as if they had nevec 
been covered by Rowannahs, - and duty is taken if any hi# leviable. 

A Kowannah cancelled for only a part of the Goods thereia 
mentioned is returnable to the individual who broug^ht it to Office, 
who has a right to claim it on g;ivinfl^ a receipt for it. When a Kow« 
anuah has been cancelled for the whole quantity of Goods specihed ix 
It, retained in this Office. 

The Export and Drawback Supervisors are strictly prohibited 
from examining, and from making any attestation upon Rowannahs, 
(unless they be Calcutta Exchange Rowannans) of which the Seals, 
or stamps, shall not be cut out, or upon which, besides, the wofd 
“ Imported" shall not be found stamped. 

The Appraiser will also^be guided by the above rule. 

Transhipments.— -Good^ transhipped in port, from one vessel to 
another, pay duty, if liable to any, the same as if regularly imported. 
But no Goods, whether dutiable or not, must be transhipped without 
due authority. Ail Goods transhipped, or attempted to be tran- 
shipped, without authority, are liable to seizure also of Goods 
taken to any other vessel than that for which they have been passed 
at this Office. 

Re-Exportations, — Goods which were imported by sea,— provid* 
cd proof tUcreof be furnished by giwiiig, on the face of the export 
Application, the No. and Date and particulars of the import Ap- 
plication - are exempt from duty on re exportation, and may, in 
many instauces, claim Drawback. But no information to enable 
par tes to claim exemption, or Drawback, can be given from this 
Office. 

Re ‘Imoort aliens. — Goods imported which are stated to have been 
exported from hence, are nevertheless subject to duty as fresh ini« 
portatious,— unless they have reiurned from some one oftbe Hon*ble 
Company’s own settlements in India and are acc'>mpanied by a Cer* 
tificate signed by the Collector, or by some authorized public Officer 
at that place, shewing that they were imported there from Calcutta: 
—also, in such cases, the Import Application must give the No. and 
Date of, and other particulars relative to, the Export Application; 
upon which latter if any Drawback have neen paid, the amount must 
be refunded into the Office 'freasury before the Goods re-imparted 
can be admitted to Free Entry. 

If Goods shall be returned to this port from some one of the Ho- 
Uourable ('ompany's own Settlements in India, and shall, at the time 
ofre-importatioo, he accompanied by duly signed (’enidcate shewing 
that said Goods were imported iherefrom Calcutta, then such Goods, 
of all sorts, without reference to the Colours under which they were 
exported hence, or come back to this port, shall have Free entry 
here, whether they went Free, or paid Duty, on exportation hence. 
But it is iadisptasibie to the grant of this iadhtgeacc that the re»im^ 
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porter shall, on his Applicatioo,ii^ive the original Export IVo. and 
Date with other requisite particulars, and liat he shall repav any 
Drawback which nia\ have been paid on the exp* nation of the Cioods 
from hence. It is i»» he distinctly understood a's(‘, that no pan of 
any duty v»hich may have i een i/aid on exxuiatit.n of the Goods from 
hence will he refunded, and that shoul aii) Goods, s re -imponed,

fVehhable Goods Me aoi imported from England direct, — found' 
in this Ottice to be of Briti>h produce or inanufacUue, add not li- 
ft tile to duty,— need not lie weighed on the Whatf: the Invoice 
weight, or that of the Bui L ading, may be laken for lit- istry,

If Goons, for instance 
be brou«^ht from Bombay, with an Ir voice dati n there and drawn on 
in Sterlmg Money, or in Avoirdupois Vl eiglit, that Docunientis not 
admissible:— unless, indeed, it he acconipanien tiy ^ formal C'erlifi.

Goods rannot be nassed on weight as per Invoice : for ezcep- 
lions see oals, < halk, Chanks, Flinis. 

Invoices SI jneii bj the Master of a vessel, even if he be Rupercar- 

also, are not atlmissible. Affidavits to such documents are not re* 
reived, because the Itegulatioos do not authorize that mode of veri* 
fication for such cases. 'Mie original Bills of Venders, if expressed 
in monies and weights known at the Office, and in a lan^uag^e under- 
stood here, are admissible. It is too much to expect of the Collector 
or of his Officers, to examine the datails of any persoirs Books or 
Papers to establish a fact, of which, after all. those Books aflord no 
satisfactory, or conclusive proof. 

Accounts Current, or Letters of Advice, are not admissible as 
Invoices. 

With respect to the trade with Malayan port to the Eastward, the 
Collector will admit Invoice's signed b} Masters or by Supercargoes 
of vessels; — after havinj: satisfied himself, hr exaipinin^ any other 
available Invoices of about the same date, tor the same kind o| 
Goods.— and by consii tiii*j the Appraiser and oihers, — that the prices 
stated in them do shew the true prime cost of the articles, at the date 
of purchase, at the place s where they were shipped. 

If original Invoices, or Bills, for Goods, be not presented to the 
Collector, — or it hesee cause to suspect that the Invoices or Bills 
produced, do not shew the true prime cost of the Goods, (by 
which is to be understood, Iheir prime cost in the country of which 
they may be the produce or maoiitacture) — ip either cane the duly 
Will be settled on the Calcutta price of such Good» at the time of 
iheir importation. 

The waut of signature to a paper presented as an Invoice, of Bill, 
invalidates it as such : — still it wi>l he admitted, provided the prices 
exhibited m it be not below Hiose set forth in full, fair, duly signed 
original Invoices or Bills — ^for the same kind of articles,, shipped at 
the same port, at or near the same period of time ; and provided 
there be no -ground for idoiililing that the unsigned document was 
lon& fide, drawn out the place whence it purports to come. 

Even though the unsigned docum«'nt should shew prices lower 
than those of the same kind of articles, shipped atihe same port,— 
wt or near tbe^same period of time, still, if the parry who presents thG 
the said unsigned document shall make affidavit that it is, bond, fide^ 
an original dncinnnii, received from the seller of the Goods specified 
in ii and shall also present a iorinal Price Current, shewing that the 
price «if ihe Goods in question, at the place whence they purport to 
come, as set for h in the unsigned docinnent produced as<an lovorco 
or Bill. IS not below the lowest price of that description of Goods as 
exhibited in the said Price Current, then the unsigned document will 
be adnutied. Hnt Affidavit as to the originality <»t snch document, 
will noi entitle 4t to he admitted at the i ustom House, without the 
additional proof rnrreclness of price by prodocti*ni of formal 
Price i * nent.

When applications are so returned to Office, the Contractors 
will reclaim their deposits for dutiable Goods, and settle thediitv.

The transaction being 
thus completed, the Registers and ( heiUuns are to be sent up to the 
Board of (Customs with the other Audit Papers for that week.

Mailers and Servants. — Masters, or Owners of Goods, are held 
responsible for all iinproticr acts of those whom thev emplov to 
transact their business. At the ' usioin Hou.se, the irregularity com* 
nutted, or attempted, is the ooU point considered. 

Landing and Shippin^^ of Goods, All Goods and Packages, without 
exception, imported from ^ea, shall he landed at the Custom House ; 
atfd if landed, or attempted to he landed, atanv other place, either 
clandestinely or otherwise, they shall he liable to confisration. Tht 
same Rule is applicaiiie to Goods or Packages fi>r exponatiou. Ex- 
ceptions are provuled for in the following Notifications. 

JANUARY 2, 1818. 

The Articles hereafter specified shall, on regular Application 
from the Merchants, be allowed to be passed at the Ghauts enumerat- 
ed below. 

Any Goods attempted to be passed at these Ghauts, not being 
Goods enumerated in the annexed List, shall be liable to detention, 
and to the same penalties as at present. 

Articles of a bulky nature as per annexed Schedule, under 
shipment to the United Kingdom, may, on applicatFou be exported 
Trom the Ghauts, on the production, with the Application, of Rowan- 
^nahs, or statemeut thereon, if those Goods were imported by Sea, of 
Ihe Import No. and Date with other particulars as usual, *-'and, if 
necessary, a certificate of iodentity from the original importer, - or, 
if they have been repeatedly sold countersigned by the immediate 
wwners. But no article claitning DrabwbacK on Export by Foreiga 
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^hips,— orhy British Ships hound elsewhere than to Ports in the 
Uiiiled Kingdom, shall be allowed to be Exported except from the 
</Uktora House Wharf. 

It is to be c'learl;! understood that this modification of existing 
Regulations is lo he considered only as an indulgent relaxation of 
the strict letter of the l.aw, and liable to he revoked without any 
formal legislative enactment, if it should he abused, or if circum- 
stauces should arise to render its continuation unnecessary.

quent! v required than is at ail necessary ; — and the Mnav<»idable con- 
sequence is, that IMcrchants, their Clerks, or Sirkars, Commanders of 
Vessels, and others, are mdiged to go backwards and forwards la 
the Office much too repeatedly, which cannot but be iuconveiiieiit 
lo them, and must occasion needless delay m the transaction of bu« 
siness. The personal agency of tbe ('uvenan ed Servants may be 
judiciously restricted j fur they are now ceriainly fi>»aged in some 
matters of detaii, which might very well be left to othei'*, without par- 
ticular orders. A-- far as the machine of the Cust<jm House has ie 
move by fixed Laws, a moderate degree « f interference on the part of 
Covenanted Office r'i oosh I to suffice. Their business should be not ta 
•Irag it in the Ordinary ruiiiine, hut to check irregularitit^ and lo 
counteract accidental or unfore seen obstruction'^; all General Ilule^ 
in short, should be observed by Uucovenaiiicd Servanis, all classes^ 
without particular orelers. 

Goods, with their Marns and Numbers, &c. should be reported 
00 the Wharf;, .and weighable Goads uttighed io fuUi^ 
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but Pepper. Beelle.nnl, Suo^ar, Coffee, Spices, &c. if in Robins, 
or;Packagc5, all of same size, onl^ 10 per Cent ) Goods should be 
poted off Alanifests, or declared not to he in Manifests; allestatioiia 
should he made of examination and particulars of Invoices (after In- 
\oiceshave been admitted by Covenanted Servants) and of Cockets:— 
Import Register Numbers should be certified as correct, or incorrect, 
when give to cover Exports, or to claim l^rawbarks; attestations of 
examination of C'ertificates from other Presidencies chouid be made; 
—Import Cargoes should be examined upon Application; Rowannahs 
should be examined, and place of produpe or manufacture, rate of 
transit duty, &c. and Drawback, or No Drawback, certified ; Appli- 
cations for Drawback, f!ertificate should be examined and Certifi- 
cates prepared Drawback Certificates certified as correct, oral 
rejected; Appraiser should sepd for Goods or particular Packages, 
from the Wharf, and shtiuld certify contents correspond, or fix 
• Talue; Export Cargoes" should be exaP'ued ; Port < lf*arances 
should be prepared : Export numbers given, either for Drawback, 
pr for reclaim of Deposit on Sugar, &c. should be examined, and 
declared correct or incorrect; Applications for i crtificaies of Im- 
port duty paid, or for certificates of drawback not paid, or not pay- 
able on Exports, should be examined and periificates accordingly pre- 
pared if all be right; Letters permitting Ships to drop down the 
River, if the Commander declares in writing that one of the Import 
i argo remains on board, and if the application for leave to drop down 
bave been signed in the Master Attendant’s Officet— All these are 
General Ilu^es^ which should be attended to. and acted on. in ibe va- 
yioiis Departments of the Office, and on the Wharf without any par- 
ticular or specific orders from Covenant Offeers- There may be some 
more General Rules not in the rolleclor’s recollection at this mo- 
ment, w^ich can he added to this list, if Supervisors, or others will 
bring them to his aotice. Nothin? herein said need prevent Super- 
visors, Assistants, Tide Waiters, &c. belonging to the Office, nor 
Merchants, their Clerks, or Sircars, from applving to the Collector, 
or to his Covenanted Deputy, or Assistants, whenever they may sep 
occasion to do so ; for the object is to facilitate business, very much 
rooie than to get rid of the trouble however seemingly useless. 

The covenanted executive Officers, the uncoveriaoted Assistants^ 
and the natives employed, as also the Tide Waiters, will be in atlen- 
dauce at ten o’clock. 

After three o'clock, no orders whatever will be given, nor any 
reports or calcnlatioiis made, upon any fresh applications; nor wil| 
any additional Register Nos either frte or duty, begianted.

The ILules for non reception of fresh applications after three 
o’clock, &G. a))ply to the Oficeoolv, and not to the Wharf, , 

Gunn, f'annon, Arms^ Jmmunitittn, Nothing whatever of this kind, 
(except bond fide Fowling Pieces) can be either imported, or exported 
without special permission from Governirieot.* 

Gunpowder, Gunpowder cannot be im ported into < alc'utta with- 
<9iit special pcrmlssiou trom Government Wnb that sanction a cer« 
titicale under the signature of a sitting Magistrate, shewing that the 
Importer has a safe and proper place for storing the Powder, must 
be presented, and then no more than 1000 lbs. can be passed at one 
lime; upon proof that such quantity hasDecn disposed of another 
100 lbs. may be imported, and so on. 

But any quantity of Powder may be brought up from Moyapore, 
And lodged in the Magazine at Howrah, from whence it may be iiu* 
ported into < aicutta iii quantities as above men tioued. 

Second hand Articles Second-hand Articles, such as Carriages, 
Piano-Fortes, Books, &c. if declared hy the Appraiser to be second- 
hand, used, and not new, and if brought out in the Ship on board 
which the owner himself came to Calcutta, may be imported free 
from duty. 

Cloves, A'^ulmegs, and Mace, Cloves, Nutmegs, and Mace, are al- 
lowed free entry if declared by Cerlificate to be the produce of any 
place in India belonging to the CrowR. or to the Company; but Ihey 
must come direct from that place, and the Certificate must be signed 
by the Collector there, or by the Secretary to Government, or some 
other Public Officer. If imported without such Certificate, these 
Articles are dutiable. 

Spice Oils. Spice Oils are dutiable, without, or with, Certificate. 

Hum. Rum, country made, in quantities of 1090 gallons or up- 
wards, goes free on exportation to ail Bottoms; but any smaller 
quantity is dutiable on export 

If proved to have been raanufaclured in a British possession in 
Asia, ur ill any place in Africa, or at any place not mentioned in the 
Rego)ation.s, (Europe, America, and Foreign territories in Asia, be- 
ing the only places mentioned iberein) pays 5 per cent, on importa- 
tion from British Bottoms, and 10 per cent from Foreign Bottoms. 

If made in British or Foreign, Europe, or in America, pays im- 
port duly toper cent, from British Bottoms, and 90 per cent, from 
Foreign Bifltoms. 

If manufactured in Foreign territories in Asia, imi.s' 30 per cent, 
on importation from British Bottoms, and 60 per Cent, from Foreign 
Bottoms. 

Indigo Bonded. Indigo bonded, exported on British Bottoms to 
Great Britain, Gibraltar, ur Malta (being the manufacture uT the Bri- 
tish territories) goes free, and is exonerated from the-^ransil Guiy 
engaged for into the Bund; if it ne the manufacture of Oude, it h 
exonerated from half that Transit Duty- 

Exported on British Bottums to other places than' those above 
mentioned, and being the manufacttire of the British territories, pays 

' ' * Hec the ^Adatndu, 
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tbe Bonded Transit Duty, viz. 5 per cent: if the raanufaelure of 
Oude, it pays per cenU Export Duty, in addition to tbe Transit 
Duly. 

Eznor^ed on Foreign Kottoms, if the manufacture of the British 
territories, it pays 5 per cent. Export Duty, besides the Bonded Tran- 
sit Duty ; if the manufacture of Oufde, it pays 7^ per cent. Export 
Duty, besides the Hooded Transit Duty. 

If the whole quantity of Iiidijro imported into Talcutta uuder 
Bond, be not exported wilhiu twelve months from the date thereof, 
the Bund catiuot be renewed unless the quantity not exported shall 
antount to 1000 Maunds. or more, 

Siiialler quantities of Indigo than 100 Maunds, remaining unex- 
ported, a* the end of twelve months, under two or more Bonds, can> 
hot be added together for the purpose of obtainiii";. One renewed 
Bond for 100 Maunds or upwards. Each Bond must be adjusted by 
ilielf without reference to other Bonds. 

DTyHp;e, If no part of the ludi<;o imported into Calcutta 
under a Bond shall have been exported within the year and the Bond 
have not been renewed, no allowance can be made for dryag^e in call- 
ing for Transit Duty with interest. 

Common Uowannahs may be taken out at the Calcutta Inland 
Custom House for such portions (being: less than 100 Factory Maunds) 
of Bonded Indigo, as may remain unexported at tbe close of twelve 
Months from the date of the Bond, 

In the first place, however, each Bond must be adjusted and 
concelled, by paying: the established Transit Duty, with Interest, in 
the Sea Custom House, for whatever quantity of Indigo may remain 
UDfzported under the Bond, at the expiration of twelve months from 
its date. 

Certificate of the adjustment and of the payment, as above, will 
Be granted in the Form subjoined, on seeing which the Inland C'ol- 
lector will issue a Common Uowaonah (without any charge whatever 
to the Individual taking it out) for the balance quantity of any one 
Bond ; or for the agrejrate quantity of the unezported portions of se- 
veral Bonds in cases where the adjustment of two or more Bonds may 
have been attested in the same Certificate. And upon such Bo wau- 
liahs ihe Inland Collector will distinctly stale the No. of the Certi. 
jBcate and its date, specifically declaring each Kowannah to be valid 
for one year only from Ihe dale of Certificate. Under such Row- 
annahs claims to Drawback will be admitted for Indigo covered by 
Iheni, if anv be claimable, and if the, Indigo be exported in the 
suanner, and within the time, required to substautiate the claim. 

Applications for such Certificates must lie made to the Sea Col- 
lector at leas; fifteen days prior to the expiration of the currency of 
the condition of tbe Bonds upon which they are required ; other- 
ytisc Applications will be rejected. 

For qiianliiies of Bonded Indigo to the amount of l^p Factory 
Mauuds^or upwards* remaining onexporled at the end of twelve Mouths 
from tfa# date of the original 13oiid,--lhn Bond must he renewed 
fis hereiafpre.

Ohjeeiiona to Audit Ordera —To prevent individuals from pro- 
tracting the adjnsliuent of demands for recovery of duty short levied 
as directed ill Audits, the Board of Customs requires that appeals from, 
or ob||;cAioiis to, the items of demand, he sent in lo the oJlector, 
who will forward them to the Board for consideration, accompanied 
by any observations which he may himself have to offer on the points 
at issue.

. period of his return to India; pass'ige money is gr.iutod, in cases apoeanng 
. to require it in addition to the sums above spot died, and in such cases the 
amoniit is to be determined by a general meeting of the subscribers. 

On th“ drath of any subscriber to the civil fund, wbo may not be posses- 
sed of property siiffiiient to provide fur his family, and may, cousequeiitiv, 
leave a wife, cohabiting with him or maintained by him and living under his 
piotectioii to the peiiod, of his decease, without an adequate provision for 
her sunport, as heaiatter succifiect ; if, on the iiifoi mation documents aiidt 
evidence, which may he submitted by her to the managers of the hind, it 
•IihII artpear to the satisfaction of a general meeting of the sub'ciiheis that 
she is a proper object, a neusion is to be assigned to her, under the provisi- 
• us and limitations stated in the following aiticle, Provided that no hiug con- 
tuiued therein, or in any other part of the rules tor ibis iustiiiition, shall be 
coiiaic^ied tu entitle her to the bent fits of it, any widow, who may have 
been legally divorc'^d or seuarated from her hiishaiid tor adiilteiy ; or wlio 
at the peiiod of her hiishand’s demue, may liave quitted Ins pioiecnon and 
lie living in a state of ooiorioiis adult<*iy, though ,Dot divorced or separated 
iroin him by law. 

First. If the widow at the time of her liushand's d<^ath, be resident io 
India, and be left without an income exceeding one bundled rupees per 
mensem, a pension to be assigned to her or th'iee hundred rupevs per men- 
sem, during her residence in ludia. If the widow be not residrntui India 
at the time of . her husband’s deaib or shall glterward quit India, and her 
income, from her biisbaiid’s estate or otherwise, shall not exceed one nun- 
dred pounds per annum, the peiisiop to be aseigoed to her be three hundred 
pounds per annum. 

' SecoU'ily. If the income of the widow, resident in India, at the death 
ofher hnsbaud, be more than one hundred sicca rupees p«r mensem, but 
excised |i<c»t four hundred rupees or if the widow he not resident in India at 
the time, of her husband’s demise, or shall aUerwards quit Jnnia, and her 
income* be more than one hundred pounds per annum, but shall net exceed 

hundred pounds per aauuin, the pension to be' assigned to her is to be 

as will make up heriiicoine to four hundied rupees per mensem^ during 
Imr residence id lodia, or font hiiodred pounds per aoiinm iu Enrope, or 
^liiewhfte. 

Thtrd y. In the event of a widow, to whom a pension may have been 
, nssigned arqnifting subsequently by inheritance, otherwise, any 

Mfuntny or incoino wbicb with the property left to her at her butband’s de. 
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cease, and the pension received by her, may render her total income, iorind- 
ing her pension from the fnnd, more than five hnndrpd nmees per menspm, 
diiriiiv her residence in Indm, or moie than five hundred pounds pei annnni 
in E'lrope or f^sewhere, her ponsi n from ih-* fund is liable to ahatenienr, 
propoftioned to rne exc ss ut her entire income, nii lading the pension, abov« 
the s urn specified; or to ho altogether, discomimied, in the event or her 
proooiiv 0. iiicoin»*. exclusive ot the iieiision assigned lo her from the fund, 
being eq lal t» the full sum of five linud<ed rupees ner mensem in India, o r 
fiveh'inlred pounds peraniitun in Emope, or elsewhere. 

Fourthly. All oenstons or widows are also liable to discontinuanoe on 
their remarriage Bat in the event of their being again lett in a state of 
widowhood, without an adequate pio®isioii lor their ^uopOlt, they may be 
again aoiuiited to the henefi sof the tnnd, under the same provision and 
limitarinns as on their oi igmal admission. 

Fifildy. The pensions to widows, who may be ailmifted to the henefita 
of the tiind, are to be uaid in advance halt yearly to themselves or to their 
auth'uiz d ageiifs. But the acknowledgement ot the widow heiselt shall be 
tak^^n for all sums p«id in lier hehair ; and shall contain soletiin declaratiou 
that lier entile income including the pension received by hei dues not exceed 
the siini limited above. 

Widows are, if they have no means of paving for their passage to Eii- 
rone, supplied from the fund with such sum as may appear requisite tor that 
purpose. 

If any subscriber to the fund shall die without the means of providing 
for his family, and «h<»ll con^iequently leave a child or chndren, born in wed- 
0 locky without au adequate iirovtsion for their maintrii<»nce ; and on the in- 
formation. docnin^n'S, or evidence wdiich may he submitted in tin ir behalf 
to the maiiageis or the fund, it shall appear to the patisiaction of a general 
meeting of fh^ suosenhers that they are prouer objects, an allowance for their 
niaintr nance and education {>hall be assigned from the fund, under (lie provi- 
•ioiis - nd limitations contained 10 the following article: 

Fiist. li the cliiid or children of the dpc<«ased Mibscriher he left witb- 
ont any provision, the allowance tor the edncaiion and maintenunce of each 
child, to be gi anted from the fund, in India or in Europe, b to he accoiding 
to the age of the child, as lullows, viz. 

Till five years age, thirty rupees per mensem in India; or thirty 
pounds uer aiiiiuni in Europe. 

From the romiiiencement of the sixth year, to the end of the eight, for- 
ty rupees ner mensem in India; or sixty pounds per annum in Europe. 

From the commencement of the ninih year, to the end of the eleventh, 
fifty riinees per mensem m India ; or eighty pounds per anuiim in Europe, 

From the commencement of the twelfth year, sixty iiipees per inenseai 
in India; or one hundred noiinds per annum in Emope, 

Secondly. If any provision be left by a siihscnber fur his child or chil- 
dren ; ot if after lii< jdealh they shall at any lime become possessed of pro- 
perty or income by inheiitance, bequest ar otherwise ; but not such as to 
afford the sums specified for their education and mainienancc ; ibe allow* 
auces to he gi anted from the fund aie to be such ss, in addition to iha^pro* 
pertv or income possessed by them, will make up the several sums above 
specified according to their respective ages, and as they may be resident m 
India or in Europe. 

Thirdly. In the event of the property or iocoiite left to the child or 
children, of a subscriber, at his demise, of which may aiibs*'qiieutly cievolva 
or be ill any wise acquited bv them, being such as to afford the full ainonn| 
specified for iheir education and maintenance, they are not considerc^ 
eociiled to any allowance from the fund ; and any allowaocei which ma^ 
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have been granted befnire sueb accession of property or int'ome axe to be 
diseontinned. 

Fourthly. The aliovrances granted from the Mnul, tor the maintenance 
and ediicaiiou of cliiidieD, aie to l>e paid lu adv?nt‘f' erailv, to thbir 
giiafdUiiH or relativeu; or to such persons i*s*nMy be lutin^teU wnb the 
itisburseineiit of the sums aliotred hn them ettiiei h\ ttie f s oi ihetimd 

in India or by the a^jemsto the tiind in Fn^laiKi ; ulio tiuiii inne to time are 
to adopt such measures as may aiMxa necessary >01 me po' r- s ol usicertaiii- 
ing any accession et property, whicli wtoiM teedej ihe aii jw„»i.ts iiiaiithe 
fund iidble to abatements or discontuinance. 

Fiithly. The piovisions so made tiom the U)r ii:e nifiintei'aiice 

and education of iemale. rhthieiu, c^asl’s <0 dieit mai iai^e, «: 01, tt;: it being 
settled ill any prote*<sion or employni' rit; and the pro\ mioii tot chil- 

dren cea^'CS on tiieir beiiii» settled in any pVoIexMon or erm l .Miieni or on 
their iittainiut; toe age of twenty one years. Hut an\ re-pu^ite sum, not 
exceeding five hundred pounds, may be appiopiiated t» file h' iiefii ol male 
Or female children by tiie managers of the iniid in India ; 01 hy the agents of 
the Mind in l^ngl)»nd at the time of their iiiaiiinge, or ol their btii.g &ettlei 
ti^iu any profession. 

For f hildreii viiio may he in India when admitted to the fund, and who 
may be sent to EiU'land for their ediieatioii, with the <(‘oiirnf 1 ence of the 
managers, passage money, if requisite, is to be suoplieri fioin the fund, not 
exceeding one thousand Sicca Rupees for each child. Am alluwanee for pas> 
sage money, not exceeding one hundred pounds also to be granted if it ap- 
pear necessary, for the reriini to India ot any children admitted to the tund, 
who after com pic ting their education in Europe, may return to India. | 

In all cases or application being made to the fund foi assi.-xiai^ce to the 
family of a deceased subscriber, jan authenticated copy of the will of the de- 
ceased, or if he shall have died intestate, a lull autlientic statement of any 
pioperfy left by him, and of the legal heirs tbeiefo miiht be sniiinitted for 
the informafinn of the manapepi and subsc ibers. A gen rai meeting ufbub- 
scribers has full power to reject toe application for aid fiom the fund, where 
it may appear that a subscriber, ’eaving nropeity, has made an impioner 
devise of it, with a view to throw his family upon the fund or has nuinosely 
neglictcd to make a disposition of his piopCrty for the benefit of his family. 

Those who may arrive in India and subscribe to the fnnd. are considered 
subscribers from the time of their arrival at Fort William, or fiom the coni- 
menceineiit of any allowances receivable by them as civil servants of the H-n. 
gal estabbshmeut. But no civil servant of this Piesidency in India, who 
may not accept the invitation given to him by the preredinc article, widiiu 
SIX mouths after his arrival in India, shah be admitted to become a subscri- 
ber. 

The contribution of every 6 wb«criber to the fund, ceases upon Ins leav-

At a General Meeting of the Members and Subscribers of the Bengal 
Military Widow* s Fund, held at the Bank of Uindoostan this -day 
Monday, l8tA August, 18a;3. 

'J'lie hilluwiiii; re'^olinions were proposed aud aiiuniini) uhI y agreed to. 
l5t. That the following Extracts fiooi the General Letter of the Ho- 
norable Court of Directors in the Military Depariineut, dated 26tb February 
1823, and forwarded w;ih Lieutenant Colonel Casenoeur, C. B. Secretaiy to 
Qoverpment’s LjBtter of the 4th ultimo, be read, vie. 


Extract Honorable Court’s Letter, 

Para. 12* We now proceed to convey to you our aeatimenti and Or* 
dcr« relative to our coutribntion to the Military Widow’d Fund.*' 

13. It appeal'd from the statement of the Managers (Letter SOth 
July 1820 ;) that the S ibscribers to the Fund have greatly decreased in 
DUipber ; those in the unmarried Class having almost wholly withdrawn 
tbetr Sub&criptious, while several of the married Officers have entered into 
ither Tontines ; notwithstanding the patronage which we have given to the 
F’und, and the advantage which it possesses el a large annual coaUihutiea 
irom as." 
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14. ** AH the other Funds established at your Presidency to which we 
Qontribiite are, as far as the piovisioii for Wiriu.wr. (oiuemad, frr.ined 
upon prfttciples similar to those which weie laid down m our Military letter 
et 22d February 1811 ; and the Militaiy Funds at Madras ar:d Bombay which 
are exclusively confined to Chat liable purposes and embrace a greater va- 
riety ol such objects, are supported by nearly the whole of the OflScers of 
those Establishments.*' 

15. “ We are of opinion, that a Military Fund upon the General 
Prittciple of those of Madras and Bombay, is tqiiallv suitable to the Office! s 

^ of your Establishment, and would be attended with equal success.” 

^ 16. “ Yon have therefore our aiithmity upon the receipt or this des- 

patch, to offer to the Stihscnbers ot the Bengal Military Widow’s FumI, the 
allows^nce of the encreased laie of (iiterett soliailed upon tiieir Secniitips, 
Upon the condition or adopiiiii; as the Uasis of their Regmaiions, the piiiici- 
pie of the Military Funds of Madias and Honihay, exccvil in re8t»e«H to the 
provision tor Oiplians j an object which is alieady adequately provided for 
hy tlie Militaiy Orphan Society of your Establislimeut. and the exclusion of 
>vliich will jnstiry a pioportionate lediictioii iw the i ales of Sobsrriplion.” 

ir. “ These tiinds besides embracing the important oojerl of luakiug a 
liberal provision for distressed Widows and Oiphans. piuvide also tor tlie 
payment ef passase money lor their ootiveyanre to England, and also lor 
passage money to and from England, and support there, tor Indigent Mem- 
bers ot the Fund, laboiiriug utidei ill healtli, and the Military Fund at Ma- 
dras has lately commenced granting Poosious to Officeis having served more 
than 10 years in India, who have been conlp^llea to leave the ^eivice from 
ill halih, vyitiiout being entitled to I'nll pay,’* 

1^. “ These are pi^ivimoiis ol advantage to the Service generally, and 

Iiolding out strong inducements to subscribe to uninarned Officeis oo whose 
aupport the piospeiity of these Funds so much depends.” 

19. “ Oiir wish IS, that it you are not already in possession of it, yon 
fltotild refer to the (Joveinments of Madras and Bombay for full informa- 
tion in regard to tlie. Milita* y Funds ai those Piesidencies, and the pi incudes 
upon which the scale of cuutiibiitious has been fixed, in reference to the 
advantages whicli they respectively hold out to their Members; in order 
that lh« H^aiiagers of the Bengal Fund alter making due allowance for the 
absence of any necessity to provic^e lor Orphan Children, may form a coirect 
Opinion to be previously sanctioned by you, of the terms which it may be 
proper to offer to the present Suhscriueis, as the condition of transfer! iug 
their Interests into the Fund thus modified, and to the Officers in our service 
who do nut subscribe to the present Fnnd,’^ 

20. “ Wo shall approve of your allowing such Subscribers to the pre- 
sent Fund, as may dissent to the transfer of their Interest into the Nevr 
Fund, to continue their Subscription under tfie Begtilaiioiis as explained in 
our letter of the 32d Febrnary 1811, with respect to His Majesty’s Officers^ 
their Widows being allowed the present rates of Pension, hut we are most 
desirous that yon should endeavour tp combine the two parts of the Fund 
by such modifications as shall give'substantial security to the ]^ew Sobscri- 
bers, while rit the same (iiiie they improve it’s condition and preserve that 
good faith which is due to those, ^'ho have cqiitrihn^d to the' present Fund.*' 

21. ** Fiom this reservatiou in favor of the existing Subscribers to the 
preaept fund, however, niust he excepted those suVscribers who, wilder the 
New Begwlationa recently approved by you ; bave’snbscribed for a higher 
rate of Pension than their Widows would have been entitled to, tinder the 
fot merj^e gnlations tii reference to the rack of their husbands in the Armyl 
WcfflWitot withhold the expression of onr disapprobAtion of the sanction 
f yon hiye siren to li rule contriveniDs eutireiyi the only part with 
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one eKceptioiii, of oiir Ingtmctions of 22d February 1811; tvhich the ^fa- 
uagers of the Military Fund at your Presidency have thought proper lo 
act upon. Whether we view the case of these Subscribers in reference 
to the above c^usiderarions, or to the security of the Fund, we have no 
hesitation in eAnreHSing our nmaion that they ought to be placed in the si-

25. “We decidedly object to the p inciple sanctioned by the lew 
HenUiioni which requires a f* esli Cernficate <if heahh, tor every rise of 
Class ; a condition, which howev**r p: -p-r wh« R each Class of Subsciiptioa 
IB open to every OSicer a'l Muigu remaining Statio.iaiy in Rank. Would 
operate with necuhar lisiuship when anolied to rise by promotion, as 4t 
Would dei>rive the Widow of an Offic»>r ot the Pension of her Class, in caso 
lier hnshaiid should suffer in his In alth, in any stag'* of bis promotion ; either 
from climate or the nature of the public service in which he might be en- 
gaged." 

26. “ We have lat'lv resolved to render it obligatory upon all Civil

“ Ti»e adootion of aiicti a revolution may render it proper that thb 
priBcipie of confining the operations of the Fund to eases of diitiess shonld 
be so far modified, as to admit of some cootingent benefit to the cootribo* 
tors, generally, as u retpecta the Civil Fuads of Madras and Bombay, the 
•ptional Annuities held out to a limited nomber df their Subscribers, will 
aaiwer the furposo, although tbe^gradatioiMofrack id the Military Servioo# 
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prtclode the tdoplion of an arrangement precisely similar by the Military 
Fnndt ; we are of opinion, that the modification of the ** eventual benefits'* 
siescribed in the 5th section of the Regulations ef the Madras Milirary Fund, 
dated in Octaber 1818, extending those, or similar, benefits to a limited num- 
ber of Officers, not in ill health, may acoomplish the object without interfer- 
ing in any material degree, with the benevolent purposes of the Fund."

SECTION I. 

Admssion «>/ Subscribers, 

Ak . 1, The following d^neription of persons, and they alone, are 

eligible to be Snbacribera to the Bengal Military Fund : 

1st. ^fficeps Or Cadets iii the Military Service of the Honorablo Com- 
ptny under the Jres^^Dcy of Fort William. 

2d. Chaplains of the Bengal Eatabluhment. 

3d. Officeis of the Bengal Medical Establiahment. v 

4ih. Officers of the Bengal Establishment on the Retired List. 

Art. 2. Cadets or Officers, Chaplains, and Medical Officers, shall 
be admitted as Members, without being obliged to fiirnisli Certidcates of 
Health, provided they signify their wish of becoming Members within six 
months after the dale of the General Older admitting them to llie Esta- 
blishment, on paying the Donation and Subscription with arrears calculated 
from the Ist of the Month succeeding their arrival in India. Cadets or 
Ensigns however, (if nnm»'ried) will, on their arrival, be called npo" for 
Subscription only ; — but will be required to pay the full Donation of Lieu- 
tenant on attaining that Rank.

iiifotmation fmii the claimttit ; 'ait4 if this inf^rmatioti sheuld not be satis** 
factory' to' the Directors, they are aothoriied to withheld the paymoDt of tho 
clauitt* 
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Art. 19. A Subscriber of whatever rank, who may proceed to Europe 
eo Sick Certificate, and wjio may not be allowed Passage Money from Go* 
▼ernment, shall be antlionzed to apply to the Military Fund for the Passage 
Money rOgnlateij for his rank,* provided his application shall be accoriiuanied 
by a sincere and solemn declaration thathe does not possess the sum of Rn* 
pees 10,000 ; or propeity of any desciiptioii to that anioiint and also shall 
be entitled on his return to India to receive from the Agents in England, 
the Slim regulated for the outward passage on the productioo of a similar 
declaratioD.

Art. 21. Snhaltern Officers proceeding to England on Sick Certifi*- 
cate, who shall make a solemn and sincere declaration that they do not pos- 
eest property which will produce aniiicomcof £50 per aniinm, shall be 
allowed that som annually, during the ueiiod of receiving English pay on 
FurioiiL'h. 'I'he declarations to be i4>ii“W(td annually. 

Art. 22. It having however been deemed necessary to set limits to the 
cisims for gratuitous Passage MoUey, Eqniunient ailowauce, iiid Income to 
Siiuscrihers proceeding to England on Sick Certificate, no Subscriber shall 
consequently be entitled to this indulgence snore than once in eight years ; 
leckoii’iig from tlve leiiewal of Siihscriotton but in urgent cases of the certi*

To Snbscribers compelled by 111 health to abairdop the country 
hfter ten yeais service, and before they aie entitled toretireon full nay, the 
regulated PassagV Money of flieir rank, and an annuity which shall reader 
their total income, from wharever aoiirce d€»rived with the exception of 
pensions for the loss of an eye, or limb, or perm inent i' jury rqiiivalerit to 
inch loss equal to the full pay of their rank. 

2d. To Officers who may have served twenty-tvro \psrs in India and 
teay be obliged by in health to retire from the service without having ob- 
tained the rank of M.ijor, the regulated Passage Money of rheir rank, and 
f-nch assistance fioiii the Fund as wdl render the'ir whole income, frem 
whatever source, (deiiVed wrh the exception of pfiisions for the loss o( an 
eye, m limb, or pcrinanent v equivalent lo suth loss) equal to the 
pay ot Major, 

Sd. If shall he cetni'etent fbr the Dii**ctoTS of liie Military Fund at 
their discretiOif, to assist Officers 1 etiring from the service on Viill pay iR 
limited cirenm^taitrcs, with » sum cq-ia! to the regulated Passage Money of 
their Rank, prf;via«d ai^nys, that the Resignation of such Officer shall 
tctoaiiy have been accepted nravionsly to his ciDbarkation, 

Art, 29. Should the Fund however, at any period fall short of the 
•demands npon-it, «o that the annual income will not defray the Amount of 
Ihe Annuities and other ( laiius, then it shall be in the power of the Director*, 
nftrev snbmUsiou to the Army, to make a proportionate deduction from the 
Annuity of each Annuitant, excepting always the present Annuitants of the 
Oea£;al Widow '« Fund and from tlm Paymeots to oibcr CiaimaDts above the 
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Rank of Subaltern, until rhe etate of th« Fond shall afford !lie peans of 
ooiiiplete payment ; when, if a surplus income exists, the Arrears shall be 
made good trom the amount of surplus, bntnot otherwise. 


SECTION V. 


Loans to be Advanced the Fund in certain cases. 

Art. 30. A Subscriber proceeding to England on Sick Certificate, 
'with his wife and children, and Sobscrihing to a solemn and sincere de* 
claiatioii, that, he is not possessed ofpioperiy to the value of Ks. 10,00Q 
shall be eiiiiiled to apply for Passage Money at the rate of '2000 Rs for 
hiH wife, and 1000 Rs. for each child to he advanced by iho Military Fund 
as a Loan nuoii such Seciiiity as shell be approved by the Directors. The 
amount 10 be repaid with interest at the rate of 4 p' l reiit, pei auiMiin, 
within two years after the Siibsciiber’s retuiii to India, iirovided he may 
have allained the rank of Captain, otherwine witiuii iwo years alter be 
Mhall have attained that rank, and ih^ Sureties to oe Wound to make good 
any balance or (infi lency in the event 01 the SiiiihCt ibei’a ceasing to be i| 
IMamher ot the Fund before the Rond i» dfsehuged. 

Art. 31. In iiigrnt cases of the cetiified sickness of a Subscriber 
who may have already received the Ben(-fi'.s ot tiie Fund on sick reriificata 
wtiliin iIk* teiiii of eight years, the apolicaiion for assistance shall be snb« 
mitted toi the coiusideration of the Siibscribeis at larce, who will decide if 
any, or what sum, may be advanced as a loan under the restrictioBi, recitei^ 
in the preceding An.cle. 


SKCTION VI. 

General Regulations, 

Art. ^ 2 . The Bengal Military Fund is to be administered by ^ 
President and 'J w e|ve Dirertots, to he chosen aiiuiially, on or about the 
|5ih ot January, ny a Generni Meeting of all Siibsmbers who may be pre- 
fTent at tlie Presidf^ncy. Subscribers who may b« absent from the Piesi* 
deucy may rote for Directors by Pioxy, 011 addies<ing to the Secretary 
Letieis cniifainiiig the Names ot the Persons for whop they wish to votn, 
or by trausmliting such names under their Signature p the General Meeting 
by the han J of any other Subscriber. The Directors who shall he ft^nod 
duly elected shall then choose their President trom apongst themselves. — 
Tin* precise day and place of Meeting shall be notified by ibn Presideiir, ig 
the Governmeut Gazette, at least two calendar months before hand. 

Art. 33. At the AunTial Meetings the Accotints of the Fund, and 
Proccodiogs of the Directors for the past year, shall laid before the 
Meeting, for inspection and approval by the Sobscribers present, who 
were not of the Direction ; after wbicli the Meeting at large will prooeed 
to choose Directors tor the ensuing twelve months. The accounts to bu 
published for general in fonnatioii. 

Art. 34. The Qireciora of the past year are eligible to be rev 
elected. ^ 

Art. ^5. All S*>bsrribers, who may have contributed to the Fiiii4 
by paying Donations and Subscriptions 111 their respective Ranks, during 
ail continued months before any Meeting, are entitled to attend to examine 
the Acconnts and proceedings, and to vote for Directors. 

Art. 36. In the event of a Vacancy in the Office of Pirector ec- 
jpurriog, in the interaiedtate period between two Annuai Meetings, tbe 
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Directors choose ^ Successor from ainougst the Subscribers at the Pre- 
aitleucy, who may be eii^^ble to rhe Office. 

Art. A7. Qn occasiou of any particnlar and imuortaot busiuess 
vrhieb may necessarily reqnire the opinion of the Society acrUrge, special 
Meetings will be called of the Sqbscnbers at the Presidenr-y (others voting 
by Proxy) as provided for in Article 32, Or if any alledged tuis-maoage- 
ment, or other emergent cause should o<*cur to any twelve Subset ibers to 
require the Notice of the Society at large, a Special Meeting sbaU be siim- 
noned by the President on the wiitten reqaisitbon of such twelve Siibscri- 
hers under the forms above prescribed. 

Art. 88 . Tbe Directors shall have a Secretary chosen by themselves 
who also shall be an Accountanr, with an Establishment upon such allow* 
ances as shall be deemed adequate to the respective duties. 

Art, 39. The Secretary will be expected to have an Office at hit 
own Residence for the accommodation of tbe Meetings of tbe Directors, 
fur the preservation of tbe Records, and for the uiirpose of afTordiiig access 
to the Officeis of the Army at large to the Books of the Institution. 

Art. 40. The Directois of the Fund will hold regular inotitiily Meet- 
ings ; but no Meeting ef tbe Directors consisting of a smaller uninljer than 
five, shall be competent to the transaction of business ; and it will rest with 
any Director, or with the Secretary, to represent riie occurrence of such 
uecessity to the Pre<4ideut, who will cooveiie a Special Meeting within ten 
days from the date of his receiving the application ; but no Special Meeting 
shall be callad with fhc view of recoohideriag Resoliitions which may have 
been already adopted bv a foimer Meeting of Directoi**, unless at the re- 
quisition of a number of Directors greater tban that which attended such 
Meeting. 

Art. 41. The Secretary will invariably lay before the Directors, 
either at the regular or Special Meetings, all letters that may have heeu 
received by bim since the last Meeting. Minutes of the Proceedings of 
all Meetings will be recorded and antbenticated by the Signatures or the 
Directors piedent. The Secretary will also submit to the Directors who 
attended, drafts of all the letters which in those Meetings he may have been 
desired to wiiie. Letters demanding an immediate answer, wben such 
may be of au ordinary nature, may be replied to by tbe Secretary, wiiboiit 
waiting for a Meeting oi the Directors; but everv letter proposed to be 
despatched by the Secre^ry, must previously receive tbe special sauctiou of 
three Directors, signified by ids initials to the dxalts, which will be sent to 
them for consideration. 

Art. 42. The Secretary will keep the set of Books in use in the 
Military Widows' Fund under instructions which he may receive from time 
to time from the Directors of the Fund. 

Art. 43. The Books and Correspondence of the l^'uud shall be at all 
times open to the inspection of Subscribeis. 

Art. 44. When any new Regulation shall appear to tho Director! 
to be advisable snpli Regulation shall be circulated to Corps for considers* 
tihn, and the affirmative or negative of the majority of individual votes shall 
decide its adoption or rejectiou- 

Art. 45. If any Subsoiiber or Claimant on tbe Food shall be desir- 
oiM to appeal from the dooision of the Directors to tiaat of the Subsci ibers 
at large, npon an^ subjecl which may not be specifici^liy defined by the Re- 
gulations, such aiipeal provided it he approved by three Directors shall bo 
leferred by the Directors and decided upon lu the manner pietcnbed in 
the preceding Article and the decision on snch appeal, or that of the Di- 
rhetors in oases not appealable shall be fiiiaF in all ca«e8 whatever; any 
further agitation of the question by a process of law or otherwise, beip^ 
deemed m iiseii to be au absolute torfuiuie of all claim ou the Fund, 
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Art, 4C. Wbea a reraranr# shall bt made to tha Siibnenbars atUr^s 
rtspsctin^ fitkier proposed Reeiilation, or an Appeal, the reanlc of laeb 
referenre shnli be coramiiDicatad to Corps for the information of Stibsciiben. 

Art 47. >> Generally all payments due from the Fond are lo be made 
half-yearly io England, and monthly in India, but in cases when Pensioners 
or Claimants on the Fund are about to embark for Enrope all arrears are 
to be paid np to the latest date practicable 

Art. 4B. Any arrear sthieh may be due to the Fund, by a Siibseribet 
or by an Anneitant who may have received an over-pay- laeot, loan or ad« 
vance, sh'^ll in all cases be deducted from the first payments to be made 
from tbe Fluid to the person owing siicli arrear. 

Art. 49* All income derived from the Bengal Military Fund it de- 
clared to be unalienable, and the fact of attempting the alienation of nick 
income in any manner, or under any pretence, shall be deemed in itself 4 
forfeiture of all future benefits from the Fund. 

Art. 60. In tbs event of a Member of the 'Fund being dismissed 
the set vice, tbe Direttors are aiitborixed to afford tbe nnfortnnate indt- 
viduai such ai^sistance, as they may deem advtsshle, lirajung tbe extent 
0t the sum advanced to the net amount contribiited by such dismissed 
Officer during the peiiod of his Snbscription to the Institution, and deduct- 
ing such stims as he may ba«e borrowed from the Fund; but temporary 
suspension from Rank or Pay it not to be considered a forfeiture of such 
claims, provided the arrears be paid up within a period equal to flat of tho 
auapension and itiimediately succeeding it. 

Art. 51. It a Subscriber who may be dismissed from the Service, 
by a Court Martial or otherwise, shall afterwards be restored to the Service, 
he shall be re-adinissible to the Fund on payment of tbe arrears that may 
have accumulated, with compound interest thereon, io tbe same manner as 
if he had suffs'red only temporary suspension. 

Art. 59. Ail Property belonging to the Military Fund at any period 
pbali be invariable vested in the Honorable Company's Securities, with ex- 
ception of a small Balance to meet current expences, and Monthly Peiisicms. 

Art. 53. When Interest may he chargeable according to tbeae Re- 
gulations, on sums either receivable or payable by the Military Fund, in ac- 
count with Subscribers to that Fund, or their Families or Representatives, 
exception to the case provided tor in Article 30,) that Inteiest shall 
be always ralciiiated according to*tbe rate allowed by the Honorable Com- 
pany on the Property of tbe Fund vested in the Public Treasury at this 
Presidency, at the time when such sums ra^y be reiceved or psid. 

Art. 54. The existence of the Military Fund must he known to all 
persons entering tbe Service, and in the consne of six inoiitbs, they must 
necessarily have various opportunities of learning the tenor of the Fegulact- 
ans ; it will nevertheless be the dniy of tbe Secretary to rommnnicate to 
each Cadet, Officer, Chaplain, or Asiistant Surgeon, entering the Service, 
the advantage of a speedy dcolaration of bis intention to subscribe, and tbe 
penalty of bis delaying it for mare tban sis months. This cominoRication ie 
to be made immediately eo the promnlgation of tbe order admitting to (h# 
Service any individual of the class above mentioned, and is to be repeited 4t 
tbe expirRtion of three mouths, bnt tbe miscarriage or non-receipt of sotk 
eommiiiiiratioM will not be edmitted in bar of any existing Regnlation. 

Art. 55 - The Business of the Fund io Europe shall be cendiictiR 
through the Agency of Sia O. A« RoBiifsox, Bart., Lieut. Col. J. 844* 
MOMD, and Hsnrt Trail, EsQ. who will from time to time receive the ne- 
ecsstry instrcirtions for Cbeir guidance, and Co whom such Applicattoos will 
be preferred as cannot with eqbal couvecieDce be tabmitted tu tka Direc* 
ors of the Fund iu India.

The object of the institntioo of the Lanriabte Society is to provide a 
Fund for the Insurance of Lives, whereby Indi\idua>s tnay s^’cu^c a Prc’ 
vision for Iheir Families after their death, or Credilors may giiai i Ih^m- 
•ebes against loss in the event of the dereas- of their Deotors 

The Lsndshle Society differs fioin an Oliice for tlic In'nnanre of Live*', 
(as such Ofhees have been cpnerally oonslitiited in Knropean Conutiics:) 
in that the whole Ftpid of the Soriety accumulate for tlieh^nefii of the In- 
inred, and of them alone : that no losnrer reaps (i piofit from the Insti ii- 
Uon, and that even the charges of man^tsement are regulated on so ocro.i>>- 
mic4l a scale, as scarcely to form a sensible burthen on the Establislimt^nt. 

It differs both from a Life Insurance Office and firm most of those pub- 
lic associations into which certain orders of the commiin'ty are freqneniiy 
iadiiced to enter for the purpose of p^o^id1Hg a Fnnd for the maintenance 
of their Families after their death; in that it does nor profess to ensure any 
specific Slim of Money or Annuity to tjie represenlatirps of the deceased, 
bat merely their proportion of such sunn as its acciiiniilated fund shall eveg- 
lually yield. This uncertainty, however is entirely in favonr of the Insured, 
for on the one hand, by the ultimate division of the fnndu, he derives the 
utmost possible hrnefii which any Life Insurance conld afford him without 
ft positive loss to itself, while on t be other hand he is periectiy sernted 
against that disappointment to which the contributors to public ('haiitable 
Funds are not untreqnently liable, from the total failure of a sciieme foninL 
ftd on false or over-sanguine calculations. The Mt'mbers of the Laudable 
Sorjety have a certainty of benefiltins to the utmost extent proportiom^d to 
their respective contributions, and neither more nor less. 

The Subscjiptions to the Laudable Society are portioned into certain 
Shares, and thonsh the rales of the Institntion do not warrant tho precise 
sum which each Share is to yield in case of a lapse of a Life subscribed on, 
an approximation to that sum may be obtained from the result of former 
Societies. In the Fourth Landable Society each Share on a lapsed life 
yielded Sa. Rs. 5516, exclusive of the regulated advance of 4,000. The 
present state of the Funds of the Fifth Laudable piociety, now about to 
ftfose, justify the expectation that the holders of Shares op lapsed livea 
^ill receive about $a. Rs. 3,200 in addition to the prescribed advance 
already drawn. The diffeience in the productiveness of Shares in the two 
Societies respectively, is to be ascribed tQ an unusual mortality amoiigsc 
Che Insured. A Share in the Sixtb< Laudabfe Society may however be 
taken as covering the risk of Sa. Rs . 9,000. 

The Sixth Laud able Society will commence on the 1st January, I827, 
and close on the 3ist December 1831, at midnighT, and its roles wiU be 
fonnd to agree essentially with those of the Fifth, with the exception qf 
Auotiaii instead of Qulnquannial rise ia the rates of Subscrip^iftp,

By the coiistitntion of the on-* 
filial Laiidahle SocietiCi), riie major p^rt of their fiinda, inaieaci of beinv 
portioned out as the lapAca occuired to the parties entitled l'» benefit tliere- 
hy, Wire left to arninmUte for a aerioR or* years at a low rale of interest 
in Government Serurities, This arran{*ement was gpecialiy mronvenient 
to thoRe who bad rec<;iirse to those Societies for effecting Insurance on the 
lives of their deb'oi '^, as in most cases the deb'S which the Insurances were 
intended to cover, continued to increase at a rate of Interest ereail? ex» 
ceedws that at whu h the funds of the Society improved. Experience also 
proved, that notwithstanding the scale of the original LAiidahle Societies 
had been so far enlarged as to admit of the subscription for ten aharea on e 
•ingle life, the aiigmentaiion was not in a 1 instances sufficient for the pur* 
poses of the uublic, nor coinmeusntate with the geneial and daily increasing 
extension of Money transaction. 

The leading principles of the Stinplcmentary Laudable Societies may 
be tlius bii»-fly eimmerated. The duiaiion of each Supplementary Society is 
for one year only — at the expiration or this tune, the funds of the Insikii- 
tioii are divided among the holders of Shares on lapsed lives, with such 
reservation and according to such roles as may he in force for the time be* 
ing; The holders of shares on surviving lives have the option of transferring 
' the same to a new Society of similar duration, without renewed warranty 
or health. 

In the earlv Supplementary Landahle Societies Sa, Rs, 10,000, wag 
fixed on the maxnnuin. to be received from the funds by the holdeig of 
a share on a lapsed life. The surplus funds vrero directed to be appropri- 
ated under certain provisions to the ensuiog Society, and the holders of 
shares in preceding Societies whose dividends had nut equalled the sum of 
$a. Rs. 10.000. 'IMiis sum in the Ninth Supplementary Laudable Society 
is still coutiiuied as the maximum of dividend receivable on a share held on 
a lapsed life ; hut the surplns funds are to be exclusively appropriated 
to the ensuing Society. 

When the sum of Sa. Rs. 10,000 wai fixed as the maximum qf dividend 
to be received on one share, the interest of money uma high. That gum 
was then proportipnate to the scale of Piemia asd its selection jiiRtified hy^ 
experience, lu later years, owing to the depreciation of money, the funds 
of none of the Supplementary Societies have yielded so high a dividend aa 
Sa. Rs. 10,000 on a share on a lapsed life. Judgiug from the results of 
late years, 18,000 may be assumed as the probable amount which, incliidiojp 
the regu ated advance, will be forthcoming to the holder of |Qch share* 
These ol>«eivatioiiB have been thought proper for the purpose of checkii|f 
fallacious expectations which the loniired might be apt to entertain by otl*v 
serving the sum of Sa. Rs. 10,000 restricted as the maximum of diTidoii4 
ocBivable by the holder pf a ikare on a lapied Ijfet 
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REGULATIONS OF THE SUPPLEMENTARY LAUDABLE 
SOCIETY. 

Article 1, Tbe object of thiA associaiion is to protide a fund for tbo 
insurance of litPA. Thi^ fund is to be poriioupd into sbar^s. And an 
individual may Aiibscribe for a certain numbpr of sbarfs, eather on bin or 
ber own lite, or on the life of any other individual. In the former case the 
Iteneral estate ot the deceased, or such person or oersens as he or she may 
•^y will or assignment ha« e appointed, shall ben* fit it^ie event of a lapse * 
in the latter, the nerson who may have suhsciine^^B the life of the de- 
ceasert, shall benefit to the extent of the shares siih^Wbed for ; unles^t^li* 
either case, such gliareN be snecially declared at the time of sub'Ci ibiiijr, 
to be for the benefit of any other nersou or persons, or he snhveqiirntly 
made over according to the foim hei ein-after prescribed, foi the benefit of 
any other person or persons, in which caMps i^iich iirrgoii or persons shall be 
entitled to benefit in the event of a lapse, and no others. 

2. In the ca^e of a peison subacribins on the iite of anrtther, the par- 
ty aiihscrihing, and not the patty on whose litp he siihscription is made, 
ahallbe considered a Member of th** Society., a >d liave a voire in the ma« 
uagement of its concerns. Co-partners or other hodioH of individuals 
may hold one or more shares jointly on any given life, either for tlieir own 
benefit or for that of others ; hut in such caRe, the parties iiiiiiing in the 
subscription, shall not be entitled each to a seuaraie vmre in* the concerns 
of the Society, but must vote collectively, or by the deputation of one of 
their number on or matters thereto relating. 

3. The Tenth Supplementary Lsudabte Society shall commence on 
the l&t of July 1825. and shall close on the 30th' of Jiiue, 1826, at luidnittht.
